Senate Committee Adopts 
Proposals Favored by 
Administration

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. — The 
senate foreign relations committee 
approved in principle today seven 
house amendments to the adminis­ 
tration’s British aid bill, includ­ 
ing a $1 300,000,000 limitation on 
the amount of existing 
war ma­ 
terial which could be transferred to 
other nations. 
Tile amendments liad been put 
forward in tile bouse by propon­ 
ents of British aid legislation and 
were reported to bt4 acceptable to 
the 
administration 
leadership in 
congress. 
While approving 
them in prin­ 
ciple^- that is, .subject to some tech­ 
nical changes In language—Uie for­ 
eign relations 
committee turned 
back opposition efforts to write into 
the legislation restrictions consid­ 
ered undesirable by Hie administra­ 
tion. 
In addition to tile seven amend­ 
ments which it approved, the com­ 
mittee also agreed to accept anoth­ 
er house amendment providing Lha£ 
congree* could revoke the Presi­ 
dent’s proposed British aid pow­ 
ers at any time by a concurrent 
resolution which would not be sub­ 
ject to presidential veto.

Paper Bol tie Praised As Aid 
In Preserving Milk Vitamins 


COLUMBUS, Feb 12,—The paper 
bottle received a pat on the back 
today as an aid to preserving the 
elusive Vitamin C content of milk 
I. A. Oould of Michigan State 
college. East Lansing, Mich., told 
delegates to the dairy technology 
conference at Otho State university 
it was latgely a matter of keeping 
sunlight, away from milk. 
Flesh milk. he said, contains ap­ 
preciable amounts of Vitamin C, 
preventative of undernutrition, in­ 
fection, dental cares, gum disorders, 
whooping cough 
and 
other ail­ 
ments 
“The amount of Vitamin C nec­ 
essary in the daily diet is express­ 
ed on the basis of the international 
unit,” he said. “Twenty I U ’s equal 
a milligram of crystalline ascorbic 
acid. The daily amount of ascorbic 
| acid necessary 
to 
protect against 
I symptoms of deficiency is 300 to 
1500 I. U.’s for infants and 400 to 


1,000 for adults. Sunlight markedly 
reduces the ascorbic acid content 
of milk.’* 
Tests showed that the acid vir­ 
tually disappeared from a quart of 
milk in a glass bottle within five 
minutes to • an hour in sunlight, 
depending on its brightness, he re­ 
ported 
T. V. Armstrong. Ohio State uni­ 
versity technologist, said most tests 
.showed that bacteria multiplied in 
paper containers at 
a 
rate 
only 
slightly higher than in glass bot­ 
tles but that paper bottles could not 
be re-sterilized 
after 
once con­ 
taminated. 
He said the parafine waterproof­ 
ing of paper bottles found in milk 
tested from such containers was in­ 
significant and that health author­ 
ities had insisted 
on 
virgin pulp 
previously unused for commercial 
purpo.es in the manufacture of the 
cartons.

Churchill’s speech, somebody should be fired 
There was more spunk and spice in the American 
attitude about the war on Monday than there had 
been at any previous time. 
This was nearly all of 
Mr Churchill’s doing. 
“When Hitler and Mussolini tangle with that baby 
they’re up against, something just as tough as they 
are,” was one more or less typical American’s Monday 
morning comment on the 
prime 
minister’s Sunday 
broadcast, which is the way most Americans, whether 
more or less typical, felt about it. 
This is im portant. 
It’s important because for one 
reason or another the United States has been having 
some ugly suspicious about the relative toughness of 
the forces competing for tile upper hand 
Things 
have slipped a long way from the good, confident days 
when Americans never wondered who had the Indian 
sign on whom because they knew they had the Indian 
sign on everybody 
Even 
when

thought they did. which vvas almost the same thing. 
Last fall when-Wendell Willkie kept croaking over 
and over again in that hoarse voice that American 
production couldn’t be equaled once it started to roll 
and that this could be done in the name and in the 
pattern of representative democracy and individual 
liberty, some of the suspicions began to disappear. 
It appeared then that the United States hadn't lost 
the knack of turning out toughies after all. 
Willkie 
lost, of course, but in due course of time the New 
Deal victors began to tapei off on dispensation of 
the More Abundant Life for papsuckers and to call 
for production, so the net loss wasn't so great.
